nsrold ffeisbcre recently vn'ote to you and adviced you that I 
aifrht inquire regarding a phycleal description of Thomas BeeWiam. 
Instead, of liaitir.#’ ny inquiries simply to Befilcliun, I wonder if I 
night prevo.il on you to read the enclosed report and possibly to 
su^TCst lends that night help me specifiely to identify the Individ- 
ual described there . 

According to news stories, Jcmes harl Ray, the alleged hiller 
of Wartin Xaither King, traveled to Toronto a short time after the 
shooting, remained there for a couple of months, then trcveled to 
London, to Lisbon, end finally bach to London -where he was arrested 
by aritish police. 

.8ome of us are pursuing the suspicion that the nan (or men) 
involved in those travels vms not James Earl Ray, but rather w.a.a r 
person who may have been an acoomplice in -the assassination of 
President Kennedy. Por the aaie of expediency, and in order to beep 
ouen the possibility that different individuals v/ere involved in -the 
travels, I refer to him as Toronto Ray, London Ray, .and the llVe, 

As yet I am not fully informed about all the evidence that has 
been gathered in oonneotlon with the so-culled Palse Ray. l.oferrirg 
chiefly -to the cvld-'roe of which I have personal !cnow ledge, I regard 
It not conclusive, but nevertheless highly indicative that our sua- 
pioions ere correct. The varlo-us data tioct ore at least indicative 
enough to enoouro/:e the expectation that further inouiry will produce 
conclusive reaults that substantiate the sUBploiona. 

I an especially interested in the identity of London Ray, .“or 
interviews in London are still under woj'. M.y contact in London la 
seelilng to lenm -whether London Ray is James Earl Ray. Jt appears 
from the report on Mrs Thomas that it was not James Earl Rny who 
stayed with her. Diet Sprague suggested that I try Thomas Bechham 
ns R possibility, "nd I sent plct-ures of Beohham to London so that 
they could be shovra to 'vltnesses there. 

I also sent a ?lot\jro of William Seymour, for — strictly on the 
basis of the photo and suoh information as is available in the V/arren 
Com-ulsfilon ' 8 reoord.8-- I regard Seymour cs n much more intriguing 
prospect thsT! aeokham. Mrs Thomas identified a 1969 photo of Rpy 
88 being the one that most nearly -"-senbled the person whom -he 
Vnew Bs Sneyd, and Seymour bears q-alte n close resemblance to that 
photo . 


I vrould 1)6 nost grateful if yoti woulfl extunlno the eroloaed 
rerort and aruggost >vho you think Jindon Hay nirht he. Sueoifioly, 
of ooxirse, I would like to Icaow the hahlts and physionl charaeter- 
latles of JleoWiaia and Seymour, hut If other prospects seem likely 
to you, please mention them, too. 

I urge you to regard this natter confidential, ot least until 
some public disclosure of the evidence occurs. If the results of 
various inquiries support what I suspect, then this Issue nay ho 
the ton of bricks that breaks the hack of those who conoeal the truth 
about the assassinations, and for that reason disclosure should 
rest with someone who possesses all the evidence. If, however, our 
suspicions prove wrong, or should be unprovablo, then disclosure 
con be very harmful.
